The Japanese, with an air force 
of 2,700 first-line combat planes, 
had about 480 based on Formosa. 
Of these they threw 192 over 
Luzon (108 bombers, 84 fighters) 
on Dec, 8. Against that force our 
Air Corps could put into the air 
‘88 first-line combat planes in 
real combat condition.” 

It is a sad story, yet glory and 
a@ reminder are in it. 

It reminds us that at the time 
_of Korea we were again without 

planes, soldiers or fleet. We now 
fret at the cost of building power 
to defend the nation. And one 
wonders, looking at history, if 
we would not sigh with relief and 
let our military power slide 
downhill if the Russians sudden- 
ly were to allow peace to come to 
Korea and promise to be good 
boys. Had they but waited five 
more years, lulling us with the 
drug of promises, they could have 
walked in where they willed. 

The Philippine story is good 
medicine, bitter and strong, for 

1951, to purge us of all wishful, 
selfish thinking.

PHILADELPHIA, July 4—(AP)—America re-declared 
its independence Wednesday at a dramatie 175th pirthday 
pageant in this historic city. 

Rain almost marred the hour-long spectacle im front of 
Independence Hall as Philadelphia led the nation in com- 
memorating the signing on July 4, 1776, of the Declaration of 


Independence. 

Black rain clouds sprinkled the 
crowd of thousands but the 100 
actors in Colonial costumes retold 
the crucial hours that culminated 
in the declaration and the tolling 
of the Liberty Bell, the act which 
proglaimed liberty in this: nation. 

The brief flashback of history—

A Dothan, Ala., outfielder is 
struck in the head by a pitch and dies. Lightning kills a 
Crowley, La., player as he takes his position in center field. 
A ball strikes over the heart of a Pioneer League catcher 
-and kills him instantly. Hugh Casey shocks the universe by 
taking his own life with a shotgun in an Atlanta hotel. Luke 
Appling’s father dies from a bolt of lightning. 

And theatened with tragedy of another nature is one still among 
the living, a young man victimized by an accident that normally is 
accepted as one of the hazards of the profession. He is a bookkeeper 

for a cotton and peanut oil firm in 
Blakely, and the Headland pitcher whose 
delivery struck Ottis Johnson, of Dothan, 
and killed him. 


You would like Jack Clifton. You 
would like the way he shakes hands and 
looks you in the eye and tells you he’s 
glad tO see you.

Another young giant has arisen in 
North Georgia where the phenomenal de- 
velopment of the broiler industry has 
advanced the state from 13th to second 
place in 10-years in the number of broiler 
chickens produced. , 

Last year, Georgia produced 62,892,000 
broilers which brought $45,433,000 at the 
market. That was an increase of 2,299 
percent in a 10-year period. 

Only one difficulty is slowing the 
changeover from row crops to livestock in 
Georgia. It is financial. Not many farmers 
have sufficient reserve funds to make the 
shift. They must have outside help in the 
form of loans—long-term loans. A mini- 
mum of three years is required to establish 
permanent pastures. During that time lit- 
tle, if any, returns are realized. 

Happily, a few banks in the state have 
seen the need and have moved to meet it 
by setting up special livestock loans. But 
banks are limited, both by law and sound 
banking practices, in the sums that can be 
set aside for such loans. Government loans 
may be the final answer to the problem. 

Both the livestock and broiler indus- 
tries lend strength and stability to the 
state’s economy. Let’s keep them growing.

_ Politically 
A Quiet Fourth 


This July Fourth was a quiet one politically 
| in Georgia. In former years, gubernatorial can- 
a didates have used the Independence Day occa- 
sion to launch their political campaigns with barbecues and verbal 
fireworks. On one occasion, a state election was held—but the 
small number of votes cast showed that Georgians are more in- 
clined to go swimming, fishing, and picnicking on July Fourth 
than they are to march to the polls. ‘ 
Uppermost in the minds of Georgians, politically, at present 
are the court suits on the constitutionality 6f the county unit 
system, and the national speculation—set off in Georgia—on what 
the South plans to do at the National Democratic Convention 
in 1952. 


More Suits ? There has been a lull in unit suit news in 

recent days. For a while, there was a new 
suit filed about once a week, bringing the challenge into court 
on first one and then another basis. There are three suits pending 
now. In the final analysis, they all challenge the constitutionality 
of the county unit system. 

There may be more suits filed over the state. Next news in 
the fight is just as likely to come from the courts themselves, 
however. Judge Sam Boykin of the Meriwether Superior Court 
is expected to set hearings on the two cases pending in his court. 
They were the first two cases filed. One is by Editor Ed Methvin 
of Dodge County, complaining that the unit system discriminates 
against the rural voter. The other is by W. M. Cox, Cherokee 
County farmer, charging that the unit system discriminates 
against the white voter. 

A decision may be forthcoming soon from Judge H. E. Nichols 
of the Floyd Superior Court on the big issue: Is the county unit 
system constitutional? Judge Nichols has invited lawyers through- 
out Georgia to intervene in the case, and he has offered to hold 
another public hearing before rendering his-decision. However, 
Judge Nichols says he will rule on the meat of the case itself, 
and not by-pass his responsibility. He took jurisdiction of the 
suit. In an unusual case, Bibb Rep. James I Wood is suing Dr. 
Cullen B. Gosnell, of Emory University, for a tiny plot of land 
in Rome. The land was deeded by A. E. Martin, of Savannah, to 
Gosnell if the unit system is constitutional; but to Wood if the 
system is unconstitutional. 


Byrd Dinner National Se ce political figures are 

speculating over what happened at the Geor- 
gia Jefferson-Jackson Day Dinner. Virginia Senator Byrd, spon- 
sored by Governor Talmadge, called for a Southern revolt within 
the Democratic Party against President Truman’s domestic poli- 
cies. Governor Talmadge endorsed the speech. A few days later, 
Vice-President Alben Barkley, in Atlanta for another meeting, 
expressed his own views about the South’s political future—and 
he predicted Dixie would stay in the Democratic Party—because 
this is the only party to which the South can turn for aid. In 
1948, both Senator Byrd and Governor Talmadge stayed in the 
Democratic Party while four Southern states voted Dixiecratic, 
They apparently intend to stay in the Democratic Party again in 
1952, but their threat of a fight within the party at the convention 
is causing national talk. 

In Georgia this summer, there are no state political races. 
When the Fourth of July rolls around again, Georgians will see 
campaigns on for Congressmen, Legislators, and many Statehouse 
officers.

“No man is an island, entire in itself; every man is a piece of 
the continent, a part of the main. If a clod be washed away by 
the sea, America is the less, as well as if a promontory were, as 
well as if a house of your friends or your own were. Any man’s 
death diminishes me, because I am involved in Mankind. And there- 
fore never send to know for whom the bell tolls: it tolls for you.” 

The above is a free adaptation of a writing by John Donne, 
the English poet. It underscores better than anything I have ever 
read the absurdity of indifference in the scheme of human affairs. 

Indifference—the state of mind that makes you say: “One vote 
more, one vote less, what’s the difference? I’ll stay home and take 
a nap.” So you take your nap and you miss a privilege free men 
have died to preserve. 

Indifference—the state of mind that makes you say: “The 
Crackers are playing the Pebs today. I'll go to the blood bank 
some other time.” The man in the fox-hole, slowly bleeding to 
death, will never hear the score of that game. Your indifference 
has killed him. 


I remember Italy in 1944. A GI pulled a box 
A Memory of rations from his kit, opened a can and shoved 
a spoonful of bacon and eggs into his mouth. He stopped, mourn- 
fully eyed the can and, with a careless gesture, threw the food 
away onto the shoulder o? the road. 

He didn’t notice the young Italian who stood to one side, watch- 
ing every move he made. The boy was hungry and the action 
of the soldier hit him with the impact of a bullet. He stood there, 
wavering, his pride fighting his hunger. Then, swiftly, he ran for- 
ward, picked up the can and fled with the treasure pressed against 
his chest. 

The soldier laughed and lit a cigarette. 

Likewise, in our indifference, we constantly toss away treas- 
ures that the hungry peoples of the world would give their souls to 
possess. Unfortunately, these treasures cannot be picked up from 
the ground like a can of bacon and eggs. They are the heritage 
we were born to, have always enjoyed and are taking criminally 
for granted today. “Throw away the stuff. Who cares? There’s 
plenty more where it came from.” 


But all the time, without stopping, the bell tolls 
Somewhere somewhere. It may be next door when attend- 
ance at the church suddenly drops. It may be in the State Capitol, 
when an unworthy individual eels his way into office. It may be 
in the schools across the land, when youngsters are allowed to 
become drug addicts. It may be in some remote corner of the 
earth, when a man is executed for his belief in freedom. 

Hold it, little man! Don’t shrug your shoulders. Don’t say, 
“Who cares?” You are part of America and America is part of the 
world. Whenever the bell tolls, however faintly, it tolls for you 
and your loved ones.

When Mr. Pace Had His Day 


WASHINGTON—You have been reading about the lobbyists who infest your 


Capitol. 


They are in and out of members’ offices and swarm the corridors and 


lobbies. But now comes a really flagrant case of one who boldly went in and took 

a seat on the House floor while that body was acting on a bill in which the organ- 

ization that hires him is interested and brazenly consulted with members during 

petit proceedings on that measure. He had a legal right to be on the floor. He was a 

member of the House for a dozen years until his retirement at the end of the last Congress. But that 
very circumstance would seem to make his action all the more questionable. 


For he was using an honorary privilege 
granted ex-members to try to exert influence 
among old friends and associates on behalf of a 
private client. 


Stephen Pace, former Democratic House 
member from Georgia, the individual in this 
case, is now employed by the National Cotton 
Council. He was a person of considerable in- 
fluence in the House, one of its recognized lead- 
ers, especially on agricultural matters. 


It was that committee that had charge of the 
bill in which the National Cotton Council was 
interested. The measure, finally enacted last 
week end and now before President Truman for 
decision as to his signature, is designed to regu- 
late migratory farm labor imported from Mexico 
and to suppress the illegal traffic across the bor- 
der of “wet-backs.” The latter term is applied to 
illegal entrants because of those who swim the 
Rio Grande to get into this country. 


On behalf of big Southern cotton planters who 
use a considerable number of Mexicans for pick- 
ing cotton and are interested in getting labor as 


cheaply as possible, the National Cotton Council’ 


was fighting the more stringent regulation sought 
by the Truman administration. The latter was 
seeking at the same time a broad, long-range 
program to stabilize and improve the lot of mi- 
gratory farm workers, both our own native work- 
ers and those it is necessary to import from Mex- 
ico, along lines recommended after thorough 
study by a special migratory labor commission 
appointed by President Truman. 


When the bill came before the House Tuesday 
of last week, Mr. Pace took a seat on the floor 
right behind the agriculture committee, which sat 
at its table to direct proceedings. He leaned over 
and made observations to Representatives Cooley 
(Dem., N. C.), co tee chairman, and Rep. 
Poage. This cozy interVention was noted by Rep. 
Shelley (Dem., Calif.), who supported a strong 
measure, and he, in turn; spoke to Rep. McCar- 
thy (Dem., Minn.), who was siding with him. 
Together they went to the rostrum and spoke 
quietly to Rep. Gore (Dem., Tenn.), who was 
presiding. They threatened to expose the Pace 
effrontery publicly from the floor. 


Quickly Rep. Gore dispatched a message to 
Rep: Priest (Dem., Tenn.), Democratic whip, and 
soon Mr. Pace rose and left the chamber, rather 
showily, retiring to the gallery. Later, however, 
he was found making himself at home in the 
private lobby for members back of the chamber. 
At one point, also, he was in consultation outside 
the chamber with representatives of growers who 


were expressing concern about apparent strong 
support in the House, including Republicans, for 
the Douglas amendment. 


This amendment was approved by the Sen- 
ate but omitted from the House bill. It would 
impose.a penalty of $2,000 fine or a year in jail 
on planters who employed illegal “wet-backs.” 


The House was recessed before a vote was 
taken on that amendment. However, it was de- 
feated the next day, as was a less stringent pen- 
alty amendment by Rep. Celler (Dem., N. Y.), in 
votes in which Republicans joined in somewhat 
surprising numbers with Southern Democrats to 
provoke suspicions of an overnight deal of some 
sort. 

Mr. Pace has won his way. He did not appear - 
in the House on the second day. 

A Senate committee now is investigating 
ethics in government. It might be appropriate 
for Congress to investigate itself, though no such 
inclination has yet exhibited itself.

No Reason Why Soups 
Should Be Abandoned 


Because of Weather

Come Summer and many women put the soup bowls away until 
the first frost. “It’s too hot,” they say. But why give up that 
beautiful blend of flavor that comes only in a bow] of soup. It is 
foolish, particularly when you can serve creamed soups chilled and 
clear broths as shimmering jellies. 


Chilled soups are easy to prepare but for a real short cut use 
canned soups aS a base. Then it is simply a matter of opening a 
can, adding a few ingredients, warming the mixture a minute or 
two, then slipping it into the refrigerator for a few hours of chilling. 

Soup for Summer is a real menu lift, so start with these— 
they’re winners: 


JELLIED TOMATO MADRILENE

Soften gelatin in cold water. Heat tomato juice to boiling and 
add gelatin. Combine with consomme and chill until firm. Stir 
once or twice during chilling to prevent separation. Makes two or 
three servings. 


QUICK VICHYSOISSE 
24 cup thinly sliced leeks 
% cup thinly sliced onions

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‘Depressants’ 


Bad Method 
To Reduce 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


Since unbounded appetite is 
the only thing that stands be- 
tween you and svelte silhouette, 
it. does seem that a drug to 
take the edge off appetite would 
make everything come out neat 
and tidy. 

But experiments have shown 
that it is next to impossible to 
fool nature ... for long any- 
way. Appetite depressants are 
effective for a limited time only, 
perhaps for ‘a few weeks. So at 
best they serve only to curb 
appetite at the beginning of a 
diet. 

Dr. L. H. Newburgh, eminent 
authority on overweight and-it’s 
treatment, frankly believes that 
anything of this sort simply puts 
off the day of real control. He 
has concluded that appetite de- 
pressants are not quiet fair to 
overweights. 

The most serious objection to 
the general use of depressants, 
however, is that not everyone 
can tolerate them. Continued use 
may result in irritability and 
nervous tension, and sometimes 
in headaches and insomnia. 

The majority of the doctors 
with whom I have talked about 
the depressants are not in favor 
of them. Some doctors prescribe 
them for certain overweights,. to 
help make the beginning stage 
of reducing easier. And for 
those overweights who might 
never start dieting at all without 
some help, a drug to depress the 
appetite may be the answer. 

However, please do not write 
to ask this dietitian the name 
of the depressant, ... ask your 
doctor. Any true depressant can 
be obtained only by prescription, 
and should be used under medi- 
cal supervision. In cases of over- 
weight complicated by high 
blood pressure or a heart con- 
dition, anything of this kind. is 
dangerous. 

What about diet aids and ap- 
petite curbers? Many of you 
inquire if they are safe. When I 
asked the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration to comment, they 
summed it up like this: “The 
diet aids in the form of ex- 
pensive tablets or ‘candy,’ are 
not in _a dangerous class, but 
how effective are they? They 
only work for the person who 
doesn’t have much appetite. The 
big eater will. happily consume 
the diét aid and too much food.” 

The only successful way to 
reduce and keep weight con-~ 
trolled is to change food habits, 
and no drug can help change 
your food habits. The best way 
to break fattening ways of eat- 
ing is to substitute slimming 
habits and stay with the new 
food habits until they are fixed. 
It will take about 30 days.

Mother Worries About Daughter’s 


Devotion to Absent Girl Friend 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH’ Our only child, Dora, 16, is active 
fn church work, makes good marks in school, has many outside 
activities and many friends of all ages. She has been a bit of a 
toniboy, playing with boys and enjoying their games. Also she gets 
a crush on some person and thinks and talks of nothing but her 
idol until the crush wears off; then she gets a crush on someone 
else. Is this natural for teen-age children? 

Recently I am a bit worried about her crush on another 
girl, I'll call her Nina. They met at school about two years ago, 
became very good friends, and were together almost constantly 
until last Summer; when Nina’s family moved to another town, 
across the country. Since Nina left, Dora has been very moody 
at times. The girls write regularly, and Dora has acted a little 
queer about the letters. I’ve read some of those she receives, 
also some she writes. They are love letters: and it seems the 
girls are planning to live together after they finish school. They 
tell each other they'll never marry. | 

My daughter writes Nina that she is very unhappy; that her 
home is a hell hole, and that she is living for the day when she can 
leave and never come back—“Oh, maybe once a year or so,” she 
says, She writes Nina that she’s never loved anyone but her and 
never will; and she says we (her parents) treat her.“like a pet dog.” 
That floors ‘me. 

We've never kept her from anything that was for her good. 
We have a nice home in a good ‘section, and she may bring her 
friends here any time. She may date as often as she likes, with 
respectable boys, if her studies permit; and she has a reasonable 
curfew. 

Is this infatuation for Nina just a teen-age phase she is passing 
through? Or have we as parents failed in some way? I’ve been 
wanting to talk tb her about my concern, but don’t know how to 
open the subject. Should I let her know I’ve read the letters? 
I feel she is writing things she shouldn't. 

She wants to visit Nina this Summer; and I don’t know whether 
to let her go. Nina seems nice enough, and has been in our home; 
but I don’t know much about her background, except that her par- 
ents don’t seem selective about her beaux; and she’s been known 
to keep pretty late hours for,a young girl. —D, C, 

DEAR D. C.: It is not uncommon for teen-age girls to get 
crushes on assorted persons, male or female—it makes little 
difference. An upper classman or a teacher of the same sex is 
often the teen-age girl’s idol for a year or two; but this is more 
apt to happen in the environment, of a fenced-in girls’ school, 
than in a co-educational situation, where boys and girls have 
a good deal of companionable activity together. 

Given youth and bodily vigor, the human being tends irresisti- 
bly to form attachments as best he can, whereby the needs and 
aspirations of personality may find some outlet; or so that self 
realization may begin to unfold. And if a boy or girl feels blocked, 
somehow, in the natural urge to establish satisfactory communica- 
tion with the opposite sex, a substitute intimacy may be contrived 
with somebody of the same sex. 

This is not necessarily problem behavior, at least in the forma- 
tive pliase. It may mean only that a childish character is having 
difficulty, temporarily, trying to make the grade into adolescent or 
adult exercise of emotional capacities; and in time he may get over 
the threshold, on his own power—a little late, but none the worse 
for the delay. 

However, sensibly devoted parents will keep a watchful eye on 
their children’s activities, insofar as possible, to see them safely 
through the teens, and to intervene when danger threatens to take 
them unawares. Fortunately you have concern for Dora, because 
it seems. she is drifting into an unwholesome exchange with Nina, 
that smacks of witless surrender to sickly fancies rather than 
healthy struggle for greater growth. 

Whether she is older or younger, the other girl probably 
persuaded Dora that she (Nina) is the acme of sophistication; 
and that Dora’s respectable routine of church, school and super- 
vised social activity is intolerably juvenile and dull, as com- 
pared to a freewheeling date life, or a blithely self indulgent 
“love life,” so-called. 

Thus, perhaps Dora—being emotionally immature for her years, 
due to sheltered “only child” rearing—suddenly, unconsciously. 
made a “transference” from parents to Nina. Perhaps she, gave her 
whole heart to the latter, in an impetuous reach for freedom—on 
the unconscious plane, of course. Maybe she yearns towards Nina 
as to a fairy godmother, while Nina fuels the mood, to satisfy 
neurotic needs of her own. 

Any attachment which engenders despondency and ill will 
towards anyone is per se a bad elationship, as Dora needs to know. 
Since you hesitate to speak up, and in fact have no‘assured view- 
point, I believe you ought to go over the letters, and review your 
feelings, with a good psychologist before you tackle the subject with 
Dora. Don’t delay; and in any case, don’t let Dora visit Nina. 
Be firm about that. —M. H.

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‘WEIGHT UP—LIFE DOWN’ 


Obesity Great Medical 
_ Danger, Doctors Say 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 
At least 40,000 people in Metropolitan Atlanta are great- 


ly overweight. 


As a result, they have less-than-average chances of living | 


long, disease-free lives. 
Atlanta doctors agree 


; 


that the jolly fat man—jestingly 


tagged “Fatty”—is not a laughing matter. 


They point to scientific studies 
which prove, in effect: 

“The longer the waistline, the 
shorter the lifeline.” 

One research project indicated: 

Of ten 30-vear-old fat men, 
six will survive to 60, three to 70 
and perhaps one to 80. But of ten 
30-year-old lean men, eight will 
‘ live to 60, five to 70 and three to 
80. 

Dr. C. J. McLoughlin, chairman 
ef the committee on standards, 
Fulton County Medical Society, 
reported the recent Greater At- 
lanta Health Survey showed 7.2 
percent of those tested here were 
25 percent. or more overweight. 

At that rate, he said, 40,000 peo- 
ple in the area weigh 25 per cent 
more than they should. Thou- 
sands of others are 10 per cent or 
more overweight. 


OBESITY AND DIABETES 


Dr. James E. Paullin, chairman 
of the Georgia chapter, American 
Diabetes Association, and Dr. J. 
Gordon Barrow, secretary of the 
Georgia Heart Association, point 
out that obesity is often a dan- 
gerous factor in heart disease and 
diabetes. 

Dr. Paullin said 58 percent of 
all diabetics have a history of 
being overweight at some time in 
their lives. 

Dr. Barrow said there was some 
question as to whether obesity 
actually causes heart disease, but 
he stressed it has been proven that 
excess fat can aggravate pre-ex- 
isting heart disease and bring on 
symptoms of heart disease which 
might not have appeared other- 
wise. 

“Every pound of fat,” he said, 
“must have three miles of blood 
vessels to supply it with blood. 

Each pound puts an added 
strain on the heart.”

demonstrated adverse effects of 


obesity on kidney disease, arthri-

tis, pulmonary emphysema and 
other maladies. And excess fat in- 
creases the dangers of surgical 
procedures and obstetrical deliv- 
eries, 

SLIMMING CAMPAIGN 


Since obesity is a known threat 
to both health and life, a cam- 
paign is now underway to cut the 
weight of American people by a' 
half billion pounds. 

The public health project is be- 
ing undertaken by the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Company, with 
the support of the American Med- 
ical Association and the United | 
States Public Health Service. 

Dr. McLoughlin, who has just 
returned from the AMA meeting 
in Atlantic City, N. J., said special ' 
exhibits and lectures on the dan-' 
gers of obesity were scheduled 
every day of the convention. 

He said medical authorities 
agreed the primary cause of over- 
weight was, in a word: 


OVEREATING 


He explained when more food 
is eaten than can be used by the 
body, it is turned into fat. 
' On the other hand, if less food 
is taken than is needed for energy 
requirements, the body will use 
its own fat to make up the lack’ 
and a weight loss will-result. _ | 


RULES FOR THE FAT 

- Doctors say glandular disturb-| 
ances may cause overweight, but! 
they add such cases are “extreme- 
ly uncommon.” 

Suggested rules in a nutsheil 
for overweight persons are as fol-| 
lows:
